WASBISGTON, Jan. 28 —The president 


shortly after noon today aent a special 
message to*cougresB calling its earnest 
and special attention to the necessity 
for immediate legislation for the pro- 
tectiou of the treasury from the further 
depletion of its gold f eserve. The mes- 
sage was vigorous in tone and called for 
prompt and efficient action on the part 
of congress. It is as follows: 
To the Senate anil House ol KepresenUtivei 


In my last annual message 1 com- 


mended to the consideration of con- 
gress the condition of our national 
finances and in connection with that 
object (indorsed the plan of currency 
legislation which at that time seemed 
to furnish protection against impending

In tho meantime the siuation has so 


changed that the emergency now ap- 
pears BO threatening that I deem it my 
duty to ask at the hands of the legis- 
lative branch of the government such 
prompt and effective action as will re- 
store confidence in our financial sound- 
ness and avert business disaster and 
universal distress among our people. 
Whatever may be the merits ot the 
plan outlined in my annual message aa 
a remedy for ills then existing and as a 
safeguard against the depletion of the 
gold reserve then in the treasury, I am 
now convinced that ita reception by 
the congress and our present advanced 
atage" of financial perplexity necessi- 
tates additional or different legislation. 


With natural resources unlimited in 


variety and productive strength, and 
with a peoplo whose activity and enter- 
prise seek only a fair opportunity to 
achieve national success and greatness, 
our progress should not be checked by 
a false financial policy and a heedless 
disregard of sound monetary laws, nor 
should the timidity and fear which 
they engender stand in the way of our 
prosperity. It is hardly disputed that 
this predicament confronts us today 
Therefore, no one to a degree respons- 
ible for the malting and execution of 
our laws should fail to see a patriotic 
duty in honestly and sincerely attempt- 
ing to relieve the situation. 
Manifest- 


ly thiB ejfoit will not succeed unless it 
ia untrammeled by the prejudice of 
partisanship and with a steadfast de- 
termination to resist the temptation to 
accomplish party advantage. We may 
well remember that if we are threat- 
ened with financial difficulties all our 
people in every station of H'e are con 
cerned, and surely those who suffer 
will not receive the promotion of party 
interests as an ezcnae for permitting 
our present troubles to advance to a 
disastrous conclusion. 


It is also of the utmost importance 


that we approach the study of the prob- 
lems presented as free as possible from 
the tyranny of preconceived opinions to 
the end that in a common danger we 
may be able to seek with unclouded 
vision a safe and reasonable protection. 


LACK OF CONFIDENCE. 


The real trouble which confronts UB 


consists ia a lack of confidence, wide- 
spread and constantly increasing, in 
the continuing ability or disposition of 
the government to pay its obligations 
in gold. This lack of confidence grows 
to some extent out of the palpable and 
apparent embarresment attending the 
efforts of the government under exist- 
ing laws to procure gold, and to a 
greater extent out of the impossibility 
of either keeping it in the treasury or 
cancelling obligations by its expendi- 
ture alter it is obtained. 


The only way left open to the govern- 


ment for procuring «old is by the 


I9SBE AMD BALE OF BONDS, 


The only bonds that can be so issued 


were authorized nearly 
twenty-five 


years ago, and1 are not well calculated 


ing about five hundred millions of cur- 
rency notes of the government for 
which gold may be demanded; and, 
curiously enough, the law requires that 
when presented and in fact redeemed 
and paid in gold they shall be reissued. 
Thus the same notes may do duty 
many times in drawing gold from the 
treasury, nor can the process be arrest- 
ed as long aa private parties who pro- 
feBB or otherwise see an advantage in 
repeating the operation. More than 
three hundred millions of dollars m 
these notes have already been redeemed 
in gold, and, notwithstanding such re 
demption, they are still outstanding. 


1KTEHEST EEAKIKG DIJST INCREASED. 
Since the 17th day of January. 1894, 


our bonded interest bearing debt has 
been increased $100,000,000 for the pur- 
pose of obtaining gold, to replenish our 
coin reserve. Two issues were made, 
amounting to filty millions each, one 
in January and the other in November. 
As a result of the first issue there was 
realized something more than filty- 
eight millions of dollars in gold. 
Be- 


tween that issue and the succeeding 
one in November, comprising a period 
of about ten months, nearly one hun- 
dred and three millions of dollars m 
gold were drawn from the treasury. 
This made the second issue necessary 
and upon that more than fifty sight 
millions in gold was again realized. 


OOI.D DRAWS FROM THS TREA9DRY. 


Between the date of this second 


issue and the present time, covering a 
period of only about two months, more 
than sixty-nine millions of gold have 
been drawn from the treasury. These 
large sums of gold were expended with- 
out any oancelation of government 
obligations or in any permanent way 
benefiting our people or improving our 
pecuniary situation. The events of the 
past year suggest facts and conditions 
which should certainly arrest attention. 
More than one hundred and seventy- 
two millions of dollars in gold have 
been 
drawn out 
of the 
treasury 


for the purpose of shipment abroad or 
hoarding at home. "While nearly $131,- 
000,000 of this amount were drawn out 
during the first ten months of the year, 
a sum aggregating more than two thirds 
of that amount, being about 169,000,000, 
was drawn out during the following two 
months, thus indicating a marked ac- 
celeration of the depleting process with 
the lapse pf time. The obligations upon 
which this gold haa been drawn Irom 
the treasury are still outstanding and 
are available for use in repeating the 
exhausting operation with shorter in- 
tervals aa our perplexities accumulate. 
Conditions are certainly supervening, 
tending to make the bonds which may 
be issued to replenish our gold less use- 
ful for that purpose. 


KEEP UF THE GOLD RESERVE. 


An adequate gold reserve ia in all 


circumstances absolutely essential to 
the upholding of our public credit and 
to the maintenance of our high nation- 
al character. Our gold reserve has 
again reached such a stage of diminu- 
tion as to require its speedy reinforce- 
ment. The aggravations that must in- 
evitably follow present conditions and 
methods will certainly lead to misfor- 
tune and loss, not only to our national 
credit and prosperity and to financial 
enterprise, but to those of our people 
who seek employment as a means of 
livelihood and to those whose only

to meet our present needs, Among 
other disadvantages they are made pay- 
able in coin instead of specifically in 
gold, which existing conditions detract 
largely and in an increasing ratio from 
their desirability as investments. It is 
by no means certain that bonds of thia 
description can much longer oe disposed 
of at a price creditable to the financial 
chnrecter of our government. 


THE DANGEROUS FEATBBB. 


The most dangerous and irritating 


feature of the situation, however, re 
mains to be mentioned. It is found 
in the moans by which the treasury i« 
despoiled of the gold thus obtained 
without cancelling a single government 
obligation and solely for the benefit of 
thofl* who find profit in shipping it 
abroad or whose fears induce them to 


capital is their daily labor. 


REVENUES NOT THE CORE. 


It will hardly do to say that a simple 


increase of revenue will cure the 
trouble. The apprehension now exist- 
ing and constantly increasing aa to our 
financial ability does not rest upon a 
calculation of our revenue. The time 
has passed when the eyes of investors 
abroad aud our people at home were 
fixed upon the revenues of the govern- 
ment. Changed conditions have at- 
tracted their attention to tha gold of 
the government. There need be no 
fear that we cannot pay our current ex- 
penses with auch money as we have. 
There ie now in the treasury a comfort- 
able aurpluB of more than $63,000,000, 
but it is not in gold and therefore doea 
not meet our difficulty. 


COLD A BASIS OF CREDIT,- 


I cannot see that differences of opin 


ion concerning the extent to which 
silver ought to be coined or used in 
our currency should interfere with the 
couneelsfof those whose duty it is to 
recetify evils now apparent in our 
financial situation. 
They have to con 


aider the question of national credi 
and the consequences that will follow 
from ita collapse. Whatever ideas may 
be insisted upon as to silver or bime- 
tallism, a proper solution of the ques 
tion now pressing upon us only require 
a recognition of gold as well as silve 
aud a concession of its importance 
rightfully or wrongfully acquired, on 
basis of national credit, a necessity in 
in the honorable discharge of our obli 
gallons payable in gold and a badge o 
solvency. 


I do not understand that the res 


friends of silver desire a condition tha 
might follow inaction or neglect to ap 
preoiate the meaning of the presen 
exigency if it should result in the en 
tire banishment of gold from our finan 
cial and currency arrangements. Be 
sides the treasury notes which shonl 
certainly be paid in gold, amounting t 
nearly $500,000,000, there will fall dn 
in 1904 one hundred millions of bone 
issued during the last year, for whic 
we have received gold, find in 190 
nearly $600,000,000 of four per een 
bonds issued in 187T. 
Shall the pay 


ment of these obligations in gold be r 
pttdiated? H they are to be paid i

GOLD MUST NOT HE BANISHED. 


While I am not unfriendly to silver, 
nd while I desire to see it recognized 
o auch an extent as is consistent with 
nancial safety and the preservation of 
ational honor and credit, I am not 
illing to see gold entirely banished 
om our currency and finances. To 
vert such a consequence I believe 
lorough and radical remedial legiala' 
on should be promptly passed. I 
lerefore beg the congreas to give the 
ubject immediate attention, 


SHOULD 1SSVS BONDS 


In my opinion the secretary of the 
reasury should be authorized to issue 
onda of the government for the pur- 
OBe of procuring and maintaining a 
liicient gold reserve and the redemp- 
on and cancellation of the United 
;atea legal tender uotin and the treas- 
ry notes, issued for the purchase of 
her under the law of July 14, 1890. 
e should be relieved from the humil- 
ting process of issuing bonds to pro- 
lira gold to be immediately and re- 
eatedly drawn out on these obliga- 
ODB for purposes not related to the 
enefit of our government or our peo- 
e. The principal aud interest on 
icse bonds should be payable on their 
coin gold, because they ahould be 
Id only for gold or its representative, 
id because there would now probably 
e difficulty in favorably disposing of 
onds not containing this stipulation. I 
iggeat that the bonds be issued in de- 
ominations of twenty and fifty dollars

Objection has been made to the 


ssuance of interest bearing obligations 
or the purpose of retiring the non- 
nterest bearing legal tender notes, In 
oint of fact, however, these notes have 
een deluged with a largo load of in- 
terest and it is still accumulating. The 
ggregate interest on the origual issue 
f bonds, the proceeda of which in gold 
onstituted the reserve for the pay- 
ment of these notes amounted to $70,- 
26,250 on January 1, 1895, and the 
actual charge for interest on these 
iondB and those issued for the treasury 
during the last year will be $9,145,000 
dating from January 1, 1895. While 
he cancellation of these notes woulc 
not relieve us from the obligations al 
ready incurred on their account the 
igureB are given by way of suggesting 
,hat their existence has not been free 
'rom interest charges and that the 
onger they are outstanding, judging

PROTECT ODR NATIONAL CREDIT, 


In conclusion, I desire to frankl 


confess my reluctance to issuing more 
bonds in present circumatancea am 
with no better results than have Intel 
followed that. I cannot, however, re 
from from adding to an assurance o 
my anxiety to co-operate with th 
present congress in any reasonable 
measure of relief, an expression of m; 
determination to leave nothing undone 
which will furnish a hope for improv 
ing tho situation or checking a suspic 
ion of our disinclination or ability i 
meet with the strictest honor every 
national obligation.

On a wash- 
and near the bed was a bread knife 
nd a finger stall which belonged to the 
lurderer. Thia was all the clue that 
16 police had to work on. The knife 
as identified as one Hampton had 
olen from a boarding house kept by 
>s. Josephine Johnson. The morning 
'tor the murder Hampton went to 
irs Johnson's house and showed her a 
oil of bank bills and gold 
The 


loney waa in a white cotton bag like 
le one in which the dead woman 
ept her money, The next day Hampton 


met JoBejPapsico and told him he would 


ay his expenses if he would accom- 
any him to Newark. He showed Pap- 
co a roll of bills and the gold. The 
wo men went to Newark where Hamp- 


>n purchased a complete outfit of 
othing. He then disappeared and 
as arrested on February 16 When 
le murder was committed Hampton 
lad a sore finger atid wore a finger stall 
n the wounded linger. He was placed 
n trial for the murder and found 
uilty, and sentenced to be executed 
aat year, but his case was taken to the 
ourt of appeals and when the decision 
as handed down, sustaining the action

The city council met in special ses- 
ion Saturday night to hear the report 
f the citizens' committee appointed 
ome time ago to consider the advisa- 
ility of amending the present city 
barter. It was after 8 o'clock before 
iayor Oakley called the body to order 
nd then the roll call revealed the fol- 
owing members present: Borkenatein, 
isher, Kelker, Mohr, McDonald, Grie- 
el, Sommers and Waltemath, absent, 
igar, Scheid, Wolf, Loesch, Glenn, 


Hild and Young. 
Among the few 


resent who were not members of the 
ouncil were ex Mayor Charles F. Muh- 
er, Capt. C. Hettler, Harry Hanna and 


B. Harper, and immediately upon 


aking the chair Mayor Oakley called 


T. Muhler to a seat beside him, which 
e occupied during the session. The 


mayor then called upon the clerk to 
ead the report of the citizens' commit- 
ee, signed by Charles F. Muhler, A F. 
lattiug, H. C. Hanna and E. H. Mc- 
onald, to consider which the special 
ession was called. 
This report was 


ead, and waa as follows 
) the Members of tlie Common Council of 
thef'ityof Fort Wayne 
GENTLEMEN.—Your 
committee ap- 


ointed to exan-'ne the city charter and 
eport as to the a<~ isabihty of amend- 
ng the same so as to give the city a 
iore practicable and economical form 


: government, would respectfully re- 
ort that they have examined the ohar- 
er and are of the opinion that in many 
articulars it is impracticable and ex- 
ensive and ought to be amended, but 
our committee is of the opinion that 
le charter, when amended or revised, 
ught to receive the impartial and de- 
berate consideration ol a non-partisan 
immittee composed of competent and 
xperienced citizens. 
And that auoh amendmenta or re- 
gion should be considered at a time 
hen the people would have an oppor- 
unity to consider and discuss the pro- 
osed changes before they are enacted 
ito law by the legislature. 
That there is not now time to prop- 
rly prepare and discuss the amend- 
ments to the charter and submit them 


the present general assembly, and 


our committee recommends that a 
on-partisan committee be appointed 
y the council to consider a revision of 
le charter, and that such revision, if 
ny be made, be submitted to the 
ouncil and by the council to a vote of 
IB people at the next city election. 
Councilman Mohr moved that the 
eport be received and filed but said 
lat before a vote was taken he thought 
is council would be glad to hear 
rom some of the gentlemen present 
nd ex-Mayor Muhler was called on 
[r Muhler responded and, in his clear, 
ntelligent and forcible manner, ex- 
ressed his views upon the subject. 
He said he never was m favor of the 
ew charter because of the unlimited 
ower which it placed in the hands of 
le mayor. He thought that under 
le old charter our city had as good a 
orm of government as it was possible 
o obtain. "It does not make BO much 
ifference," said he, "what the charter 
s as it does the kind of men that are 
elected to administer its government" 
He felt that the old charter ought 
o have been amended and if this had 
een done he believed it would have 
een a better form of government for 
ur city than the present charter. 
Mr. Muhler then spoke at some 


ength upon some of the changes he 
ould make in the charter, particularly 
u regard to street improvements and 
eweiage. He would faror giving to 
he mayor the appointment of a super- 
ntendent of streets and a supermten- 
lent of sewers, whoso business it should 


IB to see that the streets and sewers 
were properly kept in repair. 
He said 


here are hundreds of houses in this 
city which are veritable death traps, all 
m account of their miserable sewerage, 
This, he said, could be remedied if the 
iroper care and attention was given to 
he matter. He favored a larger COUR 
cil than we had at present. There 
ihould be two members from each 
ward and their terms should be so ar- 
ranged that only one-half of them ex- 
pire at the same time, because in thai 
way old and experienced men woulc 
always be retained in the council. 


He thought there was not sufficient 


time now for the proper amendment oi 
the charter during the session of the 
present legislature. He would favor 
delay, ao that the amended charter 
might be deliberately considered and 
submitted to the legislature for their 
approval at their next session, Hi 
thought that a committee of twenty 
four—twelve democrats and twelve re- 
publicans—should bo appointed 
to 


frame a charter, which all the people o 
the city, regardless of party, would b 
satisfied to live under, and that then

not give it to the mayor of the city. 
He spoke strongly ngamst the amend 
ments now before the legislature and 
ippoced the scheme of the city officials 
0 extend their terms of office.

bought the charter ought to be thor- 
ughly revised and that in the doing of 
t the representative men of both 


cs should be brought together to 


ormulate provisions, upon which the 
eople should be given an opportunity

>roval. 
Mr Harry C Hanna was then called 
n and, in his vigorous way, denounced

He be- 
eved the present charter needed re- 
ision, but its revision ought to be 
arefully done and without partisan 
onsiderations. It ought not to be 
one in a day, or a week or a mouth, 
ecause it is not for the present gener- 
tion alone, but for future generations 
he matter should be given plenty of 
me and the work of revision placed 
n the hands of men who understand 
,w and the needs of the city and who, 
orking free from partisan influence, 
ould give us something which we all 
ould agree was beneficial and for our 
eat interest as citizens. 
Mr. Hanna spoke strongly against 
le proposed extension of the terms of 
ty officers to four years.

THE bill reported from the committee 


on military affairs by EepreEentative 
Outhwaite, of Ohio, providing for an 
additional detail of fifty army officers 
to give instruction in the public schoole 
of the country, when classes of three 
hundred or more apply for military 
training, is being commended by many 
members of congress. 
Eepreaentative 


Brelz is heartily in favor of it, and he 
thinks that while this is only an ez- 
perimental step, it will become so pop- 
ular that the detail of officers will be 
largely increased in the future. There 
are three army officers now giving in- 
structions in the colleges of Indiana- 
one at DePauw University, one at Pur- 
due and one at Valparaiso. 
There are 


already one hundred officers detailed 
to give instruction in the colleges of the 
country, and the new bill only in- 
creases this detail fifty. The bill is be- 
ing fought vigorously by the West 
Pointers, but such legislation 
was 


specially recommended by the secre- 
tary of war in his last annual report, 
and also by Mojor-General Schofield. 


The President $iigtntu«4i. 


President Cleveland's policy toward 


Hawaii was sustained in the eenate Sat- 
urday by a vote of 24 to 22. The reso- 
lution was offered by Mr. Vest as an 
amendment to a previous resolution on 
the subject by Mr, Allen, and is as fol- 
lows: 


"Resolved, That while the people of 


the United States earnestly sympathize 
with the effort to establish republican 
institutions wherever 
that effort is 


made, they reaffirm the policy of abso- 
lute noninterference, unless by agree- 
ment, with the effairs of other nations 
and recognize to the fullest extent the 
Tight of every people to adopt and 
maintain their own form of govern- 
ment, unawed and uninfluenced by for- 
eign dictation. 


"Eesolved, That the 
administration 


of President Cleveland in maintaining 
this policy as to our foreign relation: 
deserves the approval and support of 
the American people." 


The vote was on party lines, with the 


exception of Mr. Pettigrew, republican 
of South Dakota, who voted with the 
democrats. By a singular coincidence 
this one vote carried the resolution, RB 
it would have fai'ed on a tie had the 
vote been on strict party lines. 
The 


action practically disposes of the Ha- 
waiian question in the senate, although 
it is expected to receive attention from 
time to time on the various pending 
resolutions criticising the administra- 
tion.

maintain a drill aud bo ready at any 
moment to bo called into service.

wonder women and dogs do the farm 
work iu Germany. In order to oopo 
with Germany tho other continental na- 
tions must have an army equal in size 
and discipline to hers. 
Tho coit of all 


this, tho labor ami capital drawn away 
from brendwimiiiig occupations, is some- 
thing frightful to contemplate. 


Set with only our little army of 25,- 


000 there is not a nation in Europe thai 
does not have a wholesome respect for 
us and would not do almost any way 
rather than bo drawn into a war with us. 


But wo need a larger nnd better mili 


tin. 
Every state in the Union shoulc 


bend its energies to tho development o: 
onr fine citizen soldiery. It will bo tho 
best possible phypirnl training for thi 
boys; it will bo tlio best guarantee for 
onr national safety. Tho militia have 
already (lone somo historic work in sup- 
pressing riots onoo or twice of late years.

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A College Education. 


Professor Charles F. Thwing contrib- 


utes in Tho -Forum a suggestive paper 
on tho rapidly increasing cost of a col- 
lege education in America. In 1750 tho 
Harvard student wns allowed 
"two 


sizzes of bread" for his breakfast 
At 


dinner he had a pound of meat and half 
a pint of beer. For supper there was an 
additional half pint of beer and a "part 
pyo." The favorite New England dish 
reigned even in those days. Let not An- 
glomania dislodge itl 


At Harvard the annual expenses of a 


student iu 1830 were $176. In 1893 
they ranged, for an economical student, 
fiom $-184 to $807. It appears that it is 
becoming harder and harder for a poor 
young man or woman to get a college 
education. Tho cost of it for one year is 
greater than the average income of an 
American family for a year. 


Mr. Thwing makes one statement 


which we ara inclined to doubt, Hosays 
most people would he glad of an educa- 
tion if they conld get it. Perhaps so, 
but not a college education. Observation 
shows that the average person cares 
nothing at all about a college training. 
Even in the public schools most pupils 
are wild with joy at the prospect of tho 
ending of their school days, and a large 
proportion drop out of instruction alto- 
gether just as soon as the law allows, 
often before, under one pretest or an- 
other. At the same time, wo beg leave 
to observe that the American college 
courfio has not yet become so expensive 
that the ablehodied young American 
man or woman who is bent on securing 
it is unable to do so. Thoso to whom a 
courso of classics and sciences is tho one 
glittering goal worth attaining are stil! 
able to accomplish their aim by work- 
ing in one way or another to get the 
money to support them while they ars 
at college. If that were not so, wo 
should indeed despair of the future of 
this republic. 


Tho added cost of the college training 


is largely due to the added articles now 
necessary for the student's comfort, to 
greater expense for food and clothing. 
The pay of college professors has also 
mounted up from $1,000 a year at tho 
time of tho American Eovolntion to from 
$4,000 to $5,000 in 1893. Libraries and 
laboratories are a hundred times as ex- 
pensive, a hundred times as efficient as 
they wore a century ago. Still Thomas 
Edison is not c college graduate. Neither 
was Lincoln nor Bon Franklin nor Flor- 
ence Nightingale nor Joan of Arc.

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Clean Up tho legislators. 


Is the, Philadelphia Telegraph grow- 


ing giddy at its time of life? Wo fear 
so from tho following editorial in re- 
gard to tho Pennsylvania legislature. 
Giddy or not, however, the suggestion 
about cleaning up state lawmakers in- 
side and ont is an excellent one and to 
bo commended to tho lawmakers o£ 
every state: 


Hitting spent S25.0CO of tho public fluids in 


luxurious fisin's of ono kind and another, 
chiefly S300 balhtttlli, and $500 French plato rnir 
rors, it is to be hoped tho men at Harrisburg 
v.-ill keep olfjm this winter. Some pcoplo Urite 
their annual wush in summer time, when they 
go fishing and foil in, und LOmo In winter, 
uhsn they miscalculate tho thicloicss of tho 
ice. However, it is, all a matter of tasto, con- 
venience—or accident. ^Fho pcoplo of Ponn^ 1- 
vanitt will overlook tho wild wusto or their 
money if tho result of tho comjng plungo at 
the atato cupitol Is to clean up tho in^ido as 
well as tho outside. 
Ifc often happens that 


fancy perfume covora a very bad etato 
of affnhs. Our toploftical statesmen should 
rub hard and get thnr consciences in good 
fahapowhilo they are alxjut it. There aro some 
legislative Miia that can only ho got rid of 
tbrouKh tho hardest kind of aolf sacrifice. It 
is to bo hoped UIH extrav.i(;ant lavatory out- 
lay will pny for itself. Still there aio cynical 
people who v.ill have their doubts about it. 


An industrial movement of consider- 


able importance has been in progress for 
tho past ten yoara under tho surface. It 
now begins to bo plainly manifest 
It 


is tho shifting of tho manufacture of 
cotton goods from tho north to the south. 
The New England cotton inatiuf actnrors 
themselves aro opening mills in tho cot- 
ton states. Other things being equal, 
manufactured goods can always bs made 
best and cheapest in localities nearest 
where the raw material is produced. 
Tho coarser grades of cotton have been 
made in tho sooth for some years more 
cheaply than they could bo tnrned out 
in the north. With tha mild climate, 
abundant fuel and cheap labor of tho cot- 
ton states there is promise of an era of 
wonderful prosperity to those states. 
It is not likely, though, that the cotton 
mills of Now England will be obliged to 
shut down in consequence.

:dea was tho "line" idea—the printing 
of script in raised linos. Ho knew noth- 
ing of "points." It was not until 1819 
that this plan was thought of. Captain 
Charles Barbiur, a French artillery offi- 
cer, saw how difficult it was for even 
the most sensitive fingered blind man to 
distinguish the difference botweeii Ro- 
man letters, maiiy of whoso outlines are 
very much alike. The thought came to 
Captain Barbier in a dream, it is said, 
that, instead of the Homau letters, he 
would substitute raised points or dots, 
and these should bo so placed as to rep- 
resent tho 86 principal sounds of the 
French language. He made them by in- 
denting a thick sheet nf paper with a 
blunt stylus or peg. This was tho foun- 
dation of the point system. It was en- 
tirely phonetic. 


Tho Braille Method. 


In 1835 Louis Braille of Palis, who 


had been blind from childhood, im- 
proved on Barbier'8 idea. Ha invented 
tho Braille slate, which is in use to this 
day. 
Its bod is of shep.t brass, which is 


marked 
horizontally with 
shallow 


grooves, about one-tenth of an inch 
apart. 
This is fitted into n wooden 


frame. Across the bod is stretched a 
narrow strip of brass, divided into rec- 
tangular ceils. There is a peg at each 
end which fits into holds in tho frame, 
and the strip can be moved up and down 
the slJto at pleasure. It is the guide for 
the pupil's fingers. When he wishes to 
write, he takes a short, blunt piece of 
Wire, which is fitted into a handle (it 
looks like a shoemaker's awl), and pricks 
tha letter into the paper, without break- 
lug it, through the rectangnlar cells, 
working from right to left. When the 
paper is taken ont and tnrned over, tho 
points or dots ciade by tho blunt stylus 
are read from left to right, just as ordi- 
nary print is read. 


Braille's writing frame was as impor 


taut an addition to tho making of em- 
bossed characters as the stereotyping 
foundry was to the art of printing from 
types. It did not attract as much atten- 
tion at the time of its Crit appearance 
as it did in later years. 


The systematic education of the blind 


began in tha Uiiitod States about 1830. 
The first institution was opened in New 
York in 1882 and tho next in Philadel- 
phia in 183S. In the latter the late James 
6, Blaino was at one time a teacher. 
Boston followed Philadelphia, and the 
superintendent went to Europe to study 
the methods of institutions of a liko 
character there. 


The superintendent of tho Boston 


school apparently knew nothing of tho 
point system. If he did, he did not be 
lieve in it, for his pupils studied raised 
lines, instead of the punched tip points. 
It was an angular sort of Boman char- 
acter and became known as tho Boston 
letter. The Philadelphia institution had 
n Jino letter of its own. New York adopt- 
ed the Boston idea, nnd all its literature 
was slowly and laboriously tnrned ont 
according to that method from 1840 nn 
til 18G3. 


It was just after the battle of Gettys 


burg, and at a time when tho country 
waa iu n state of feverish anxiety, that 
William B. Wait became superintend- 
ent of the New York Institution For the 
Blind. Public attontion waa occupied 
with the great, struggle between tho 
north and south, and the new superin- 
tendent did not find much to strengthen 
his hands in a new work. Ho had been 
educated for tho legal profession, but 
was forced to abandon it at the very out- 


set of his career because of ill health. 
Possessing n natural talent for impart- 
ing instruction to others, ho entered ear- 
nestly nnd heartily tipon bis work and 
in a very cbort time had reorganized the 
eohool niid itn methods. 


Mr. Wait's entrance on this flold 81 


years ago marked an epoch in tho ednca 
tion of tho blind. Ho abolished the lino 
letter entirely and in its place put the 
point. But bo did rooro than this. After 
many months of pationt stndy of the 
various systems of printing nnd a oloso 
analysis of tho Braiile idea he decided 
npon a radical change, fully as radical 
as though a teacher came forward today 
aud introduced reading from right to 
loft instead of from left to right. 


\Villiain B. Walt's InnovAtfon. 


Sir. Wait found that, while Braille's 


principle was the true oue and infinite- 
ly superior to the line letter, it wasted 
a great deal of space. In fingering the 
dots tho pupil read them vertically—• 
that is, from the top of tho page- down 
to tho bottom, Mr. Wait decided to 
placa the characters so they might be 
read with tho fingers horizontally across 
tho page. This waa a bold innovation 
and did not meet With favor. He per- 
sisted, and in 1868 he tried to get the 
Boston and Philadelbhia institutions & 


o-operalo with him an'd decide npon a 
aised character which fchould be tmi- 
orm throughout the United States at 
east. Boston was loath to abandon the 
iiio letter, and Philadelphia likewise, 
o that tho Btiaiigo spectacle was pre- 
ented of threo schools, each with a dif- 
ereut system, and tho pupils of ououn- 
blo to communicate by tangible sym- 
iols with tho pupils of the other. 


There was so mrtch common senso 


bout tho Wait idea that it gradnally 
orced ifeelf to the front, and in 1871, 
t tho first meeting of the American As- 
ociation of Instructors of the Blind, in 
.dianapolis, a resolution %vas adopted 
ecommeudiug that the New York point 
ettor, as it was then known, should 
10 taught in all institutions for the in- 
tiuction of the blind. 


Tho writing is done on the Braille 


late, or tablet, with a blunt stylus, 
.'he points aro known, for convenience 
ake, in tlio upper row as 1, 8, E, 7, 
nd in the lower row 2, 4, C, 8. Point 1 
s in tho right hand upper row in writ- 
ng and tho left hand upper row in read- 
ng. One blank space is left between 
etters and two spaces between words. 
After a page is filled with the points it 
s coated ou the back with a solution of 
hollac and alcohol. This prevents tlie 
.Dints from being flattened by frequent 
fingering. 


Tho construction of the alphabet is 


impla and easily learned. The capital 
etters aio derived from the small letters 
iy suffixing to each of them as many 
points as tt ill form a new character four 
mints iu length. For instance, when 
ho small letter ends with a point in tho 
npper row, as in tho letter "a," the suf- 
fix in tho lower row is added. When 
he small lotcer ends with a point in tho 
ower iow, as in "o," or in both upper 
and lower rows, as in "d," tha suffix in 
:he upper row 19 added. 


After ilr. Wait had completed his 


lorizoutal point alphabet he went to 
work on abbreviations and contractions 
o bo used in ordinary writing and in 
that chief pastime, solace and study of 
he blind—musir. This was a labor ol 
patience and steady perseverance, but 
when it was finished tho giatifying re 
suits that lolloped amply iepa:d the su 
pormtcndent for his time and thought

Warren Has Been Iberfl Before, and Clark 


Is an Ex-Congressman. 


Statehood was conferred upon Wy- 


oming iu 1890, and in that year Fran- 
cis E. Warren was elected governor, 
and Clarence E. Clark became the 
state's first congressman. When the first 
legislature met, Governor Warren was 
chosen United States senator for the 
short term, which expired in 1893. 
When the time arrived for the election 
of his successor, tho Democrats and Pop- 
nlists, who were in control of the legis- 
latnre, could not agree upon a candi- 
date, and tlio office has since remained 
vacant. 


This year tho Republicans aro again 


in power, and Mr. Warren has been 
elected to the senate for the long term, 
expiring March 3, 1902, and Clarence 
B. Clark elected for the term expiring 
iu 1899. Mr. Warren succeeds Senator 
Joseph M. Carey, who was elected Nov. 
15, 1890. Senator Warren was born in 
Hiusdale, Mass., June 20, 1844, and re-

ceivod a common school and academic 
education. In 18G2 he enlisted in the 
Forty-ninth 
Massachusetts 
regiment 


and served as a private aud noncommis- 
sioned officer until the close of the war. 
He was afterward a captain in the Mas- 
,aclrasetts militia and engaged in farm- 
ing and stock raising until 1868, when 
lie removed to Cheyenne, where he 
made money in the mercantile, live 
stock and lighting business. At the ago 
of 29 he was president of the territori- 
al council. Later he was a member of 
the council, mayor of Cheyenne and 
treasurer of Wyoming and a delegate to 
the national Republican convention Jn 
1888. 
In 1885 President Arthur ap- 


pointed him governor of Wyoming, and 
President Cleveland removed him for 
alleged violation of law. He was reap- 
pointed by President Harrison and serv- 
ed as governor until the territory be- 
came a state. 


Clarence E. Clark of E\anston, tho 


othor newly elected Wyoming senator, 
was born in Sandy Creek, N. Y., April 
16,1851. Ho was educated in the com- 
mon school? and at Iowa university and 
was admitted to the bar in 1874. He 
removed to Evanston in 1881, was ap- 
pointed associate justice of the supreme 
court of Wyoming in 1890, but declined 
the office, aad was elected to the fifty- 
first and fifty-second congresses as a fie- 
pablicau.
